The famous trembling pillar at Helms 
presents a curious problem to archi­ 
tects. The Church of S t Nicaise is sur­ 
rounded with pillar* constructed to 
prevent tim walls from straining. 
At 
the entrance of the church Is a bell 
tower. On one of the bells In this tow­ 
er Ute phenomenon of the trembling 
pillar depends. When this bell Is rung 
or even touched the top of this pillar 
■ways. 
It goes aid returns about seven 
Inches on earn side, although tho base 
of the pillar Is Immovable, and the 
stones aro so firmly cemented that It 
seems like a solid piece of stone. 
An authority who states that no 
satisfactory solution of this peculiarity 
has been gives writes: “W hat is very 
singular Is thut, although the four bells 
are about the same distance from the 
trembling pillar, only one of them has 
any effect on it. 
The others may bi? 
rung singly or all together without 
moving It.” 
In 1775 a little window was made in 
the roof of Hie church opjioslte the pil­ 
lar 
A board was placed on top of the 
pillar, and on it were pot two glasses 
of water. Then the bell was rune. Im 
mediately the pillar began to sway. and 
at the fifth stroke of the bell the two 
glasses were thrown off. 
The ringing of tills bell has no effect 
on the pillar* between the phenomenal 
one and the tower nor ou any or the 
others, but formerly It wa’* the first pil­ 
lar which swayed, then It became im­ 
movable, and some years ago the one 
next to It became the eccentric one.

Next to tile mayor the recorder Is the 
most ancient public official In Hie city. 
Ills office dates back to tile Donjon 
charter, given with the authority of 
King James IL to the city of New 
York in April, 168G.

body of the city were the mayor, the 
recorder aud tile aldermen. 
From the recorder sprang, In ls-i. 
the old court of common pleas, which 
later became the supreme court Orig' 
inally the mayor und the recorder held 
all the court In New York, both cm l 
aud criminal, the aldermen sitting also 
to aid in disposing of petty cases. The 
recorder was a member of the board 
of aldermen. One of his Important du­ 
ties was to pass on competency forcitl- 
■enshlp. 
The first recorder was James G ra­ 
ham. appointed by charter. Ills duties 
Included ta one of the present recorder 
and many more. 
Gradually as the 
court business Increased the recorder 
ceased to act as an alderman, and in 
the sulnllvlsion of court work the 
criminal cases, which, as affecting the 
life aud liberty of citizens, were then 
I r eg a r d e d as of the graver importance. 
were retained by him, and tho civil 
cases were transferred to newer courts. 
Thus the office of the recorder is 
traditionally the primary safeguard 
over the principles of the old common 
law on which New York’s modern 
I criminal Jurisprudence Is founded.—

I must not 
forget to mention a windmill tower 
they have just put up at this ranch. 
Am confident it is the tallest tower 
in Texas. 
It ie 108 feet high and 
built of wood from bottom to top. 
They only have three boys on the 
ranch that will grease this m ill. A 
fire passed through this ranch in 
March. 
It broke out in Mexico, 
west of the ranch, and burned a 
strip of land twenty mile* wide, 
from one side of the pasture to the 
other. 
In fact, it went clear off 
the plains east. 
Fire is one thing 
to be dreaded in this country. 
Land is still advancing in Cas­ 
tro county. 
Judge C. F . Kerr of 
Dimmitt sold his home of 160 acres 
adjoining the town section for the 
handsome price of $25 per acre. 
W. E. H alsell, who owns Spring 
Lake ranch, was offered $5.00 per 
acre for bis entire ranch containing 
200,000 acres, and part of that in 
the sand hills. 
When I came here 
I bought my land at a little more 
than one dollar per acre, and said 
if it ever got to $5 per acre T would 
sell out, but when it reached $5 I 
bought 323 acres more, and if I 
had any show to pay for it I would 


buy more. 
I have ten acres of cotton plant­ 
ed this year. 
We have put out 
over one thousand trees and plant­ 
ed 
one-half pound locust seed; 
plenty of watermelons, pumpkins, 
kershaws, pie melons, canteloupes 
and a number of different kinds of 
peas ami beans. 
So if any of our 
Brazos county friends come out to 
see us this year, we can give them 
peas and melons to eat.

th e striking figures of public life In 
the land of his adoption. 
Born In the village of LIbelar, near 
Cologne, Germany, Schurz became In­ 
terested In the revolutionary move 
m ent In Germany while attending the 
U niversity of Bonn, and when the up­ 
rising came in 1849 he served in the 
private ranks for the insurgents. He 
was with General Tidem an when the 
la tte r surrendered 
the 
fortress 
of 
R&stadt in July of th at year and made 
an alm ost miraculous escape through 
a sower connecting with Rhine and 
fled to Switzerland. 
Soon after his m arriage Mr. Schurz 
cam e to this country, first locating at 
Philadelphia.

The game was popular and well known 
1 in France and Spain in the seventeenth 
century and was probably played there 
and In England centuries before thut. 
That it was from France the game 
came into ninny of the other countries 
Is evident from the fact that the French 
name—jeu de dames—passed with it 
Dam or damme was once the regular 
English name for one of the pieces. In 
Germany the game is still culled dame- 
spiel, iu Holland the board is dnmbord, 
aud in Scotland dnmbrod still survives. 
In the United* States the less usual 
name of chequers, spelled checkers, is 
employed. Polish, Spanish, Italian and 
Turkish draughts are varieties of the 
same game.

One of natures true wonders one 
upou which much has been written, 
but which Is yet not understood when 
Its varil'll phenomena are considered— 
Is the desert mirage. Travelers la tho 
arid regions of the western and south­ 
western United States tell wondrous 
tales concerning the spectral pictures 
which the desert mirage has presented 
for their inspection. Cool sheets ut wa 
ter nnd 
waving trees nnd grassy 
swards appear where all Is known to 
be par lied earth uud burning sands. 
Occasionally a mountain range will ap­ 
pear on what Is known to be a bound- 
less stretch of level plain, or u herd of 
deer, cattle or oilier animals will be 
seen apparently contentedly gracing 
on the glassy surface of the atmos­ 
phere. 
Cities are occasionally seen 
hundreds of miles from civilization, 
and phantom ships have been known 
to loom up against tho sky nnd appear 
as real vessels to persons who lived 
so fnr away from the waters that ti icy 
had never taken the trouble to ' islt the 
seacoast aud who had ne'er seen a 
real ship. 
The explanation of the mirage, as 
usually given, is as follows: 
The sand, being Intensely bat, causes 
the layers of air which rest upon it to 
become greatly rarefied, and under cer­ 
tain circumstances this layer is quite 
distinct from the denser stratum a tew 
inchi's or fete above it—just us if it 
wen* a sheet of water upon which oil 
rested.

A W IL D E R N E S S O F T R E E S .

Nearly all of tho northern aud east­ 
ern part of Guatemala is covered with 
a dense tropical forest, consisting of 
mahogany, different kinds of cedar, 
chicle and other hard woods. 
Along 
streams down which logs can be fioat- 
ed much of the mahogany has l>eeu 
cut, but as yet very little of tho other 
woods have K'en marketed. This is es 
peeiully true of the departments of Pe- 
teu, Alta Vernia* and lzubul. 
Most of the forests still belong to the 
government, ,;ind the usual method of 
st*curing the timber is by concession, 
by which w certain number of trees un* 
cut ut u given price per tree, or u atip 
alated sum is paid for tile timber on a 
given tract. 
It is <uot an easy matter 
to get titles to large I rad s of laud In 
Guatemala, us it is discouraged by Hie 
government. These concessions are not 
usually granted for a Wgt*r period 
than five years. Sometimes It is stipu­ 
lated that lf a certain uumber of trees 
are cut during that time they most be 
renewed. 
The pine forests are limited, being In 
the mountainous country principally 
aud inaccessible. 
Most of the lumber 
used conies from the United States, 
principally from California. 
The for­ 
ests of this country are generally so 
Inaccessible that the railroad compa­ 
nies Import nearly all their ties and 
even Import coal, because It Is difficult 
for them to get enough firewood.—New 
York Herald.

The ideal camera for naturalist pur­ 
poses is one of the reflex type, in which 
the photographer can see his object— 
the size of it will be reproduced on his 
plate, the right way up—and can see 
It until the moment of exposure. Such 
a camera with a long bellows and a 
lens which is intended for a plate at 
least one size larger than the plate 
he is using in his camera and also pro­ 
vided with a curtain shutter which 
works just In front of the plate, with 
speeds varying from a time exposure
